However, I think it would cost 
loss and be more useable -and more of a memorial -if an appropriate building 
were constructed for the purpose, from your own experience, you know that the 
best thing Dallas could dc for its image, which means also for its economy, 
would be an honest, non-political thing like this. This assassination (and those 
that followed) will be major events in' our history. Scholars will go there for 
years, tost people have no ir.kling cf the consequences. They are aLroady 
permanent . 


If Hunt ever decides to do something about it and it is scholarly, 
not political, I will do everything I can to help. Although I have already 
premised all of my files to an archive at a major eastern university, I would 
give them copies and give all to this museum. You will find that of those of 
us who have written, there will net bo an awful lot of origin el material to 
add. How var, I can approach most and I think con get the- same thing l from 
them. I heve an enormous amount of unpublished material, on the assassination, 
on the investigation, on my own investigations and those working with me, and 
cn popular reactions* This includes even hours and hours and hours of tapes, 
including these of interviews. Broke as I .am, I have turned down offers for 
even the original manuscripts, keeping them for such an archive. I /.also hove 
a very large file of correspondence. There woufed bo only one resti/rction: 
protection of those in touch with me c-r speaking to me in confidence, for their 
lifetimes or until they consent, -hi- further includes co ■ rospondence v/ith 
« number of very prominent- people. 

I wish there were some chance of my getting to Dellas* '/hen I say 
"broke** I don’t think anyone who has an income can understand whet mean. I*ve 
had no income since the assassination, am £35,000 in debt, face constant finan- 
cial problems, ana am seriously inhibited by it. Jor example » I should he in 
Aqv # - Orleans right now. I cannot be until 1 c?jn cadge a pl^ce t-c stay. By letting 
other things go, 1 have out aside (fer future trouble) enough *co buy the tifiket 
from unexpected income. that a hell of a way to live and workl

ryne(!aped 11/20/6J7, by the way). I have quite e bit more, irujhteinp the identi- 
fication of the man it probably .was who went to the pr inter, ^£or pictures. How- 
ev r, if I am ov:r in Dallas, 1*11 certainly take Rotherrael up.
